Should whiskey be kept in the 
home for medical purposes? 

Let the voice of medical science 
answer that question. 

It alone is competent to answer. 

In October, 1924, Sir Humphrey 
Rolleston, president of the Royal 
College of Physicians, writing. in 
“The: Practitioner,” a British med- 
ical magazine gives an unbiased 
study of the question of whiskey 
for medical purposes and con- 


cludes by declaring: 


“Brom the bulk of physiological 
investigations on the action of al- 
cohol, it appears that alcohol is a 


depressant rather than a stimu- 


lant, and its effects are more like- 
ly to be injurious than beneficial.” 
There was also issued about that 


time a publication by the British 


Government entitled: “Alcohol: Its 
Action on the Human Organism,” 
in which it specifically declared: 
“It may be said that alcohol 
does not act as a specific cure for 


Z any disease.” 


At the Edinburgh meeting of 


iy the British Medical. Association, 
held in July, 1927, various speak- 
ers read papers both for and 


one 4 - 
lop 


against alcohol, and Dr. C. C. 
Weeks in his book, “Alcohol and 
Human Life,” page 5, writes: 

“Undoubtedly the feeling of the 
meeting was against the use of 
alcohol rather than for the use of 
alcohol.” 

Dr. J. D. Rolleston of the Wes- 
tern Fever Hospital of Great Brit- 
ain wrote in 1923: — 

“During the last 25 years I have 
entirely abandoned the therapeutic 
use of alcohol.” 

Sir James Barr, president of the 
British Medical Association, de- 
clared at the time: 

“T do not know of any disease 
in which the patient will not get 
along better without alcohol than 
with it.” 

Now these above quoted authori- 
ties represent Medical Science in 
Great Britain, a nation that has 
legalized liquor. Their views and 
these findings are not biased by 
prohibition sentiment. They are 
the cold, bare, scientific’ conclu- 
sions that have emerged from lab- 
oratory, clinical experiments, and 
hospital observations on the rela-

The Prayer of Faith

“Therefore | say unto you, what things soever ye desire, when ye pray, 


believe that ye receive them, and 


One great secret of prevailing 
prayer is to mark the distinction 
between what we might call “or- 
dinary” prayer and prevailing 
prayer. If we would mark this dif- 
ference, and move out of the realm 
of ordinary prayer into the place 
of prayer that prevails, it would 
revolutionize our lives. 


The difference is that ordinary 
prayer wants a thing enough to 
ask for it and stops there. Pre- 
vailing prayer wants a thing 
enough, not only to ask, but to 
keep on asking, until either the 
answer is received, or the assur- 
ance comes that the answer is on 
the way. Ordinary prayer believes 
God can do it. Prevailing prayer 
believes he will do it. Ordinary 
prayer asks and leaves the matter 
unsettled and indefinite. It does not 
present the supplication “with 
thanksgiving.” Why? Because 
while it believes God can, it does 
not really believe that he will. It 
does not take time to pray through 
until God gives the assurance of 
the answer. There is a world of 
difference between hoping God 
might, and knowing God-will an- 
swer prayer. In a word, ordinary

|. What Is The Prayer of Faith? 


Well, what is faith itself? Dr. 
J. C., Conant has pointed out that 
there are two kinds of faith—nat- 


ural and spiritual faith. There are 
two pairs of eyes — natural and 


spiritual eyes. There are two class- 
es of facts—natural and spiritual 
facts. 


Natural faith—all have it. You 
trust a chair when you sit on it. 
You trust the letter-box with a let- 
ter. Our modern business is run 
upon a basis of faith. Natural faith 
looks through natural eyes at nat- 
ural facts, and acting upon them 
natural faith becomes a reality. 


Spiritual faith—Christians only 
have it. Spiritual faith looks thru 
spiritual eyes, perceives spiritual 
facts unseen to the natural eye, 
and acting upon them, spiritual 
faith become a reality. It is not a 
human capacity, it is a divine gift. 
It is not inherent, it is imparted. 
It cannot be worked up. It must 
be sent down. Faith comes from 
God, the giver of every good gift. 


What is the basis of faith? Faith 
must have evidence to support it, 
whether natural or spiritual. The 
basis of natural faith is the 
strength of the chair. The stability 
of the Government is behind the 
letter-box: In business the basis of 
faith is the moral integrity and 
financial assets of the customer. 
And spiritual faith must have a 
sufficient foundation. Faith is rea- 
sonable. It deals with facts, but 
they are spiritual facts, not evi- 
dent to the natural man. Faith is 
“the evidence of things not seen.’’ 


I want to mention some things 
that do not constitute a sufficient 
basis for the prayer of faith. It is 
not outward circumstances und ap- 
pearances. These things we can see, 
and sight is the very opposite of 
faith. It is when sight brings no 
helpful vision that there is a first- 
class chance to exercise faith. The 


darker the outlook, the greater the 


difficulty;‘ the more impossible the 

situation, the more opportune the 

time for faith. A certain engineer- 

ing firm advertised in these words: 

“Got any rivers you think are un- 
crossable ? 

Got any mountains you can’t tun- 
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nel through? 

We specialize in the wholly impos- 
sible, 

We do the things that no one can 
do.” 


And that is exactly the realm in~ 


which faith works—in the realm 


of the wholly impossible. Man’s: 


extremity is faith’s opportunity. 
Child of God, have you set your 
heart. on asking something from 
God? Be sure that you have suf- 
ficient ground beneath your feet 
when you present your prayer to 
God and expect an answer. Do not 
look to outward appearances for 
confirmation of faith. Believe God 
despite appearances. He is far 
greater than appearances, and is 
Lord over circumstance. That is 
what the hymn means when it 
says, 
“Faith, mighty faith, the promise 
sees, 
And looks to God alone. 
Laughs at impossibilities, 
And cries, It shall be done.” 

The basis of faith is not in feel- 
ings. Feeling is no more the basis 
of faith for the Christian than for 
the unsaved. No man is saved be- 
cause he feels saved, but because 
he believes he is saved. He may be 
saved without feeling it. Faith has 
nothing to do with feelings. So it 
is with a Christian praying the 
prayer of faith. A pastor has asked 
on Saturday night for the salvation

handful in Church. Where is God? 
On His throne! Feelings are as 


_ changeable as the wind, They have 


nothing whatever to do with God’s 
faithfulness, Faith can believe God 
in spite of feelings. 


Moreover, the basis of faith is 
not signs. We say, God gave Gid- 
eon a sign to enable him to exer- 
cise faith. That is the very thing 
a sign does not do. God has some- 
times condescended to give His un- 
believing people signs, but signs 
are not a help to faith. They are a 
hindrance to faith. They are a con- 
cession to unbelief. Gideon received 
God’s assurance of victory. That 
was not enough for him. He wanted 
a sign—something he could see and 
feel. He looked for confirmation of 
faith in the natural realm. It is not 
found there. Jesus said to Thomas, 
“Because thou hast seen thou hast 


believed. Blessed are they that have 


not seen and yet have believed.” A 
sign is something we can see, and 
there is no faith where there is a 
sign. 

What, then, is the basis of faith? 
It is two things taken together, not 
one without the other. It is the na- 
ked Word of God applied to the be- 


- liever’s heart by the Spirit of God. 


When the Holy Spirit of God takes 
a promise from the Word, presses 
it upon your heart, leads you to 
plead that promise before God, im- 
parts to you faith to believe God 
has heard and has answered or will 
answer that prayer, then you are 
praying the prayer of faith. Jude 
speaks of “praying in the Holy 


_ Ghost.” He is referring to prayer 


inspired by, directed by, and ener- 
gized by the Holy Spirit. The 
Prayer of faith is a divinely-given 
intuitive knowledge that God has 
granted your request. Whenever He 


burdens you to pray for a certain 


person or a certain thing, and im- 


- parts to you the faith to believe, 


that is the only sufficient and all- 


sufficient basis for faith. 


Someone may ask, How can we 
distinguish between the prompting 


. of the Spirit and the mere human 


desire? I cannot tell you. Praying 
in the Spirit is not an explanation. 
It is an experience. One cannot ex- 
plain it, but he can know it. You 
cannot pray on explanations, but, 
praise God! you can pray on the 


a ~ ~ experience. It is sufficient to say 
'| . that the Spirit bears witness with 


our spirit that our prayer is of Ged. 
Moreover, we can test it by the 
Word. There is no prompting by 
the Spirit of God in the realm of 
prevailing prayer that is not in 
harmony with the revelation of the 
Word. Our definition of the prayer 
of faith is this: The Holy Spirit 
moving us to ask and to receive 
from God what we have Scriptural 
evidence to believe He means to 
give. 

If some Christian should object 
that such prayer is too difficult to 
understand, or a privilege confined 
to a few with a special gift of 
faith, let me remind you that if 
you are saved, you have already 
prayed this prayer of faith. “‘By 
grace are you saved through faith, 
and that not of yourselves, it is the 
gift of God.” Notice, the faith that 
saved you was not of yourself. It 
was a Spirit-given faith. When you 
as a seeking sinner asked God to 
Save you, and when God saw that 
you sincerely desired to be saved, 
that moment you received faith to 
believe the promise was true con- 
cerning your salvation. Very well, 


that was the prayer of faith. You 


prayed that way once, why have 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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you stopped praying that way? 
God gave you that faith, not only 
to save your own soul, but to save 
others. Where is your faith? Why 
don’t you use it? Get it out from 


‘that back-shelf in the cupboard of 


your inner being and let God use 
it. It worked for you, it will work 
for others. 


Il. What Does the Prayer of Faith 


Accomplish? 

It Is Heard. Not all so-called 
prayer is heard. We speak of our 
prayers not being answered. Be- 
loved, often they are not even 
heard. “If I regard iniquity in my 
heart the Lord will not hear me.” 
“Use not vain repetitions as the 
heathen do, for they think they 
shall be heard for their much ask- 
ing.” I am afraid that much of the 
vain repetitions of Christians that 
is called “prayer” is not heard. The 
same old prayer night after night, 
when we are half asleep and tired, 
our thoughts often far away from 
God—that kind of praying I am 
not sure God will hear. But the 
prayer of faith He always hears. 

It Is Answered. The prayer of 
faith is always answered. The an- 
swer depends upon God’s faithful- 
ness to His word, and bless God! 


there is no peradventure about 


that. Z . 
That is why James says in his 


‘Epistle, ‘“‘The prayer of faith shall |. 


save the sick, and the Lord shall 
raise him up.’ Is that true always? 
Certainly. The prayer of faith is al- 
ways answered for anything it 
asks. But someone says, “I did not 
know it was always God’s will to 
heal the sick.” I do not say it is, 
but I say that God will heal the 
sick whenever the prayer of faith is 
offered. The explanation is that we 
cannot pray the prayer of faith for 
the sick unless the Holy Spirit im- 
parts faith to believe for them, And 
do you think God the Spirit will 
give faith to believe for what He 
knows it is not the will of God the 
Father to give? If the Spirit gives 
faith to believe for healing, the Fa- 
ther will honor that faith. He will 
honor it always. He will never fail 
to honor it. God cannot deny Him- 
self. That is why I say the prayer 
of faith is always answered. There 
is unity in the Godhead. The Fa- 
ther will never refuse to honor the 
faith and answer the prayer which 
the Holy Spirit inspired. 


The Answer Is Received. The 
prayer of faith prays through until 
the answer comes and we know we 
have the petition that we desired 
of Him. A little boy ran home from 
Sunday School one afternoon and, 
bursting into the house, cried out, 
“Mamma, I have got a _ book.” 
‘Where is it?” “I haven’t got it.” 
A gentleman addressing the school 
that afternoon had asked a ques- 
tion. Willie had answered it and 
had received from the visitor the 
assurance that that day he would 
mail to him as a reward for his 
cleverness, a book. “Mamma, I 
have got a book.” “Where is it?” 
“T hayen’t got it.” But he knew it 
was on the way. ‘What things so- 
ever ye desire, when ye pray, be- 
lieve that ye receive them, and ye 
shall have them.” 

Let me mention some triumphs 
of the prayer of faith. When the 
late Dr. Dixon commenced his min- 
istry as Spurgeon’s Tabernacle, af- 
ter he had won the confidence of 
the people he told them this story: 

A student for the ministry work- 
ing his way thru college decided 
to stay out for a year and preach 
because of a shortage of funds. He 
took the pastorate of a country 
church. There was one church in 
the village and a meeting-place on 
the country road five miles distant. 
When: he had been there three 
months and had nine months of his 
pastorate to go, one day on his 
knees in prayer it was borne in 
upon his heart by the Holy Spirit 
that he should ask and receive 
from God during his pastorate 
there one hundred people convert- 
ed and baptized. Not one less and 
not one more. He waited until he 
knew that the assurance was of 
God. He began to work and preach 
with that in mind. Souls were con- 
verted, believers were baptized, 
and when he came to the last day 
of his ministry, ninety-four people 
had been received into the mem- 
bership of that church on profes- 
sion of faith and baptism. He was 
walking out to the country appoint- 
ment to hold his final service. Bap- 
tism had been arranged for and 
five candidates had applied, mak- 
ing ninety-nine. As he walked 


along the road he lifted his heart 
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in prayer to God something like 
this: “Heavenly Father, I thank 
Thee that Thou didst put,dt into 
my heart to believe for 100 conver- 
sions and baptisms. I thank Thee 
that many more than 100 have been 
saved, but I asked for 100 convert- 
ed and baptized. Although at this 
late hour I cannot see where the 
last one is to come from, I believe 
Thee and I thank Thee now again 
for 100 souls converted and bap- 
tized, and I promise Thee this af- 
ternoon that I will tell this story 
for the glory of Thy name as long 
as I live.’”’ With that he came to 
the church. The first person to ad- 
dress him was a young married 
man. He said, ‘Sir, could I be 
baptized?” The student said, “Are 


you a Christian?” He replied, “TI 


gave my heart to God last Sunday 
while you were preaching in this 
church,.’”’ The student’s heart was 
overflowing with joy. Just to test 
the mdn he said, “It is late for 
examination and arrangement for 
baptismal robes. What shall we do 
about that?” The man answered, 
“My wife is one of the five wait- 
ing down at the creek to be bap- 
tized. I would prefer to be baptized 
in my Sunday - go-to - meeting 
clothes.” And he was. And that 
day God gave that student 100 peo- 
ple converted and baptized. Not 


(‘one more and not one less. Dr. 


Dixon then said, ‘My. friends, I 
know that story is true, because I 
had the honor of being that young 
student.” 

A student for the ministry in 
McMaster University, Toronto, 
read that story in “The Christian 
Herald.”’ God laid the message of 
it upon his own heart. He was in 
his first year and had not pastor- 
ate, but had been asked to preach 


at a country church the next Sun-- 


day thirty miles away. He was 
praying about that service when 
God gave him the assurance that 
he would have a soul saved on the 
coming Sunday night. He believed 
God and decided to burn his boats 
and commit himself to God’s faith- 
fulness. He wrote a letter to the 
deacons of the church, telling them 
what God had promised to do, ask- 
ing them also to believe for at 
least one soul. On the Sunday 
night in that church the student 
had not been preaching five min- 
utes when a person sitting in the 
front seat burst into tears. The 
student hurried through with his 
simple sermon and then said, 
“How many people here are ready 
to turn from sin and yield to God?” 
Nine men and women rose to their 
feet. One of them was the worst 
woman in the village. The deacons 
at the close thought she could not 
be saved. Her life, however, was 
completely revolutionized. She was 
baptized a year later in the waters 
of Lake Ontario, before the whole 
village, and is today a faithful 
Christian and a member of that 
Church. The writer knows that 
story is true. He had the honor of 
being that student. 


This was one of my first ven- 
tures into the realm of faith. 
Think of the goodness of God in 
giving me nine conversions at that 
particular service. I had not seen 
such fruit in my preaching before. 
It was God’s way of encouraging 
me to believe Him. When I dropped 
that letter in the letterbox, telling 
the deacons one soul at least was 
to be saved, I was.over the side 
of the boat and committed to God’s 
faithfulness. Thus I learned that 
God always does His part if we

Since this kind of faith is not 
worked up but sent down, how 
may we obtain it? 

Give wp your own faith and take 
the faith of God. Stop trying to 
work up faith by gritting your 
teeth, setting your will and saying, 
“I will try to believe.” Stop try- 
ing to have faith in your own faith. 
You are as helpless to believe as 
you are to love or to overcome, or 
to do any act in the new life apart 
from Divine grace. Die to youl 
own faith as you die to your own 
righteousness, and look up and 
claim the faith of Jesus Christ. 


Use the faith God has already 
given you. You have faith, or you 
could not be a Christian. Use your 
little faith and it will increase by 
use. Plant a few grains of it and 
you will find it will grow and mul- 
tiply. George Muller said when he 
began his ministry it was as hard 
to believe for a pound as it was 
forty years later to believe for one 
thousand pounds, He was like the 
Thessalonians of whom Paul wrote, 
“Your faith groweth exceedingly.” 


When the widow in Elisha’s day 

took out. the little pot of oil from 
the back cupboard where she had 
hidden it, and poured it out into 
the other vessels, the oil increased 
until she and her sons and neigh- 
bours had plenty. That is what 
God wants us to do with the faith 
He has given us. That faith can 
be a blessing to our family and 
neighbours, but only as we use it. 
Faith grows;by using it. 
‘ ‘Nourish your faith by Knowl- 
edge. “Faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the Word of God.” 
The more we get to know God, the 
easier it is to believe Him, and to 
know God let us read the Word of 
God wherein His will is revealed 
never by which He speaks to our 
souls. 


And since the record of God’s 


faithfulness is still being written 
let us read that record in the 
lives of men for whom God has 
answered prayer. Such books 
as “The Life of George Muller,” 
“Getting Things from God” by Dr. 


Blanchard, “The Power of Prayer’ | & 


by Dr.-Torrey would wake the dead 
to pray. How I thank God for such 
books. They have stirred my soul, 
they have quickened my prayer 
desire, they have nourished my 
faith. I grant these men were gi- 
ants in faith but I have showed in 


these two messages on prevailing 
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faith that God answers prayer for 
the least of His people. He would 
have as much to lose if He broke 
His word to you and me as if He 
broke it to the mightiest saint. 
But He will not break it. He wants 
us to prove Him. He is still saying, 
“What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, believe that ye re- 
ceive them, and ye shall have them. 
(This blessed message is taken 
from the book “WALKING ON 
WATER” through the special per- 
mission of Mr. Linton.) .

Cost Christians to 
Serve God 


(Continued from page one) 


going to serve God that way. Ill 
not offer to the Lord my God of 
that which doth cost me nothing.” 

Preachers try to make it easy. 
I had a letter this morning from 
a man who said, “Do you have a 
service to help preachers? I’m too 
busy,” he said, “to make sermons. 
For how much will you sell me five 
sermons,” he said, “or six evangel- 
istic sermons? I’'m- too busy to 
make sermons.” Well, now he 
wanted to get out easy. He 
wanted the kind of preaching that 
doesn’t cost anything. Now, my 
friends, I wonder have you decided 
on this matter? Have you come to 
God and said, ‘‘Lord, I want being 
a Christian to cost me something, 
I want being a preacher to cost me 
something, I am not going to ride 
free. I want to be the kind of a 
Christian and worker that costs me 
something!” 

I have been this morning review- 
ing the life of Paul, and Paul said 
on this mf&tter; “I have suffered 
the loss of all things, and do count 
them but dung that I may win 
Christ.” Suffered the loss of all 
things! In II Corinthians, 11:23-27, 
he said, ‘Are they ministers of 
Christ, (I speak as a fool) I am 
more; in labours more abundant, 
in stripes above measure, in prisons 
more frequent, in deaths oft. Of 
the Jews five times received I forty 
stripes save one. Thrice was lI 
beaten with rods, once was I 
stoned, thrice I suffered shipwreck, 
a night and a day I have been in 
the deep; in journeyings often, in 
perils in the city, in perils in the 
wilderness, in perils in the sea, in 
perils among false brethren; In 
weariness and painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, in cold 
and nakedness.” 

Now, if you want to know what 
it takes to be a good preacher or 
soul winner then you try to match 
that! 

We need to come back to the 
job of preaching where it is going 
to cost us something. Some people 
say, “These days you can’t get 
sinners.” No, you can’t without it 
costing you something. I tell you, 
my friends, I know just a little— 
mighty little—of it; but I know 
what Jesus meant when he turned 
in the midst of a crowd and said, 
“Who touched me? Somebody 
touched me!” 

“Well,” they said, ‘everybody 
has been touching you. You’ve got 
a whole crowd around you.” 

“Yes,” He said, “but virtue went 
out of me.” 

And the preacher that never has 
known what it means that virture 
goes out—there is a dying, there is 
a burdening, there is a slaying of 
self, there is a judging and a purg- 
ing. And if it didn’t cost you any- 
thing, it didn’t help anybody much. 
Till tell you now we need the kind 
of preaching and the kind of soul 
winning efforts and church work 
that costs something. “I will not 
offer unto the Lord my God a 
burnt offering of that’ which doth 
cost me nothing.’ I'll not offer God 
that which costs me nothing! 


Serving God Ought to Cost Money 


First of all, this ought to cost 
money. It ought to cost money to 
serve God. Some people are timid 
about the money business. Let me 
clear my’skirts. I have no regular 
salary. I never make any charge. 
I never set any amount about what 
anybody will pay me for any work 
I do. I never ge for anything, 
ddings, or revivals; 
I leave that with God. And don’t 
anybody here ever try to hire me 
to do anything if you don’t want 
to get insulted. I want to clear my 


skirts, but I’ll tell you right now, 


my friends, I don’t have any faith 
in the kind of Christianity that 
doesn’t cost anything. You hear 
some Christians saying, “Well, tith- 
ing—the tithing business is in the 
Old Testament. That’s under law 
and not under .grace.” That is a 
Shabby, sorry excuse of somebody 
that is covetous and trying to get 
out easy. I'll tell you it doesn’t 
pay to get out easy with God. You 
needn’t be- afraid; you'll not ge 
ahead of God in giving. And I'll 


tell you that a New Testament/ 


Christian ought to love God enough 
and have faith enough in God to go 
beyond anything Old Testament 


did. I believe that 


Christians ever 
if oo is eon. if one-tenth and 


offerings besides were commanded 
in the Old Testament, then ten- 
tenths belongs to God in the New 
Testament. And I don’t believe in 
any kind of Christianity that ever 
gives less than a tithe and less 
than free-will offerings - besides 
that. If your kind of Christianity 
doesn’t cost you something, it is 
no good. 

I remember that somewhere re- 
cently they said, ‘‘Well, we need an- 
other missionary offering; we 
didn’t get quite enough.” So they 


passed the pans around again and’) 


got—simply coins. I could hear the 
nickels, dimes and quarters clink- 
ing in. Pll tell you what is wrong 
with their missionary work. Pri- 
marily it is that men go out to be 
missionaries who do not expect to 
die. They don’t expect a spear 
through them. They don’t expect 
their heads chopped off, and so 
they’ve got to go under the pro- 
tection of the government and all 
that. And we that are at home, 
we want to send out missionaries 
on pin money, without it ever af- 
fecting a cold drink or a package 
of chewing gum, without ever put- 
ting us without a new dress, with- 
out a new suit or without a new 
car. And we think we will win the 
world to Christ! I tell you that the 
trouble with the churches these 
days is we have a kind of Chris- 
tianity that demands no dying, de- 
mands no martyrdom, demands no 
sacrifice, no blood! God have pity 
upon us! Ah, that we would come 
back and say, “I will not offer 
God something that doesn’t cost 
me anything. 

Ba Studd, one famous mis- 
sionary who had gone from Eng- 
land from a place of fame and 
honor and gone out to China 
and then to Africa to set up a 
world-wide missionary organization 


‘—a man that had.a great income 


and gave it up, and gave all the 
money of his inheritance into the 
Lord’s business and then was will- 
ing to be away from his wife, and 
was away for fourteen years, and 
he saw her one time in fourteen 
years, and then he said, “I don’t 
know anything else I can give up 
for the Lord.” Tl tell you, my 
friends, it is time for Christians to 
learn that it costs something to be 
a Christian, the right kind of Chris- 
tian. If it doesn’t cost anything, 
it is not going to win many others. 
People think the trouble is with the 
lost people. They say, ‘You can’t 
get lost people to church.’ They 
say, ‘Hearts are too hard.’ That is 
not so. That is not so! We have 
a spurious, fake kind of Christian- 
ity with no blood, no sacrifice, no 
dying in it, no self on the cross! 
And if you don’t have that, my 
friends, you needn’t expect any- 
body to pay much attention. If 
David had gone“out there and said 
“Well, Araunah, if you are willing, 
you give me the oxen for the sacri- 
fice, and you give me the lamb 
here, and you let me use your ox 
yokes for wood, and it won’t cost 
me anything and I'll offer the Lord 
a sacrifice.”’ If he had said that, 
God wouldn’t have paid much at- 
tention to it then, and He doesn’t 
do it now. 


It Ought To Cost Reproach and 
Shame 


I want you to notice that in Bible 
times and in the Scriptures we are 
encouraged to believe that a Chris- 
tian ought to seek to suffer, not 
to avoid it. It is a sad refrain, I 
hear it everywhere I go; somebody 
says, “Oh, why must this happen 
to me? Oh, why do I have to suf- 
fer?” This querulous why? why? 
why?! I think it is an abomination 
for a Christian to expect to get to 
Heaven on this easy road; never 
to lose a friend, never lose a dollar, 
never lose a job, never be called a 
fool, never anybody think you are 
a fanatic, never miss a meal, never 
miss a night’s sleep! And you 
wonder why nobody pays any at- 
tention to you. I tell you, we need 
to come back and seek to be dif- 
ferent and seek to suffer. Why 
that is the way the Lord tells us 
here in Romans the fifth chapter 
and the third verse: “And not only 
so, but we glory in tribulation 
also.” It doesn’t say we should en- 
dure tribulation. Tribulation is not 
to be endured, but tribulation is to 
be gloried in, to be rejoiced in! 
Somebody said to Dr. R. A. Torrey 
in the Moody Church at the Moody 
Institute one time, “Jump, Dr. Tor- 
rey, jump!” It was at the close of 
a service. 

He said, “What should I jump 
for?” 

“Well,” he said, ‘‘rejoice and leap 
for joy, for great is your reward 
in Heaven when men say all man- 
ner of evil against you falsely. If 


you had heard what a man said 
back here at the door about you,” 
said the student to Dr. Torrey, “you 
would jump.” 

I’li tell you the Scripture says, 
“Blessed are ye, when men revile 
you, and persecute you, and shall 
say all manner of evil against you 
falsely,” (be sure it isn’t so. Be 
sure it isn’t so) ‘all manner of 
evil against you falsely, for my 
sake. Rejoice, and be exceeding 
glad: for great is your reward in 
Heaven: for so persecuted they the 


} prophets which were before you.” 


We do not seek to be the kind of 


Christians that makes it cost us 


anything to live for God. People 
say, “There was a time when God 
expected people to die for Him, but 
God doesn’t want that any more.” 
Will you please turn and find me 
chapter and verse where God says 
that in the Bible? It isn’t in the 
Bible, and the thought that is back 
of it is an abominable lie! It isn’t 
true. I’ll tell you, God has as much 
right to demand of you that you 
lay down your life for Him as He 
did of Stephen or of anybody else. 
And the cross hasn’t lost it offense 
and its reproach. In Hebrews the 
thirteenth chapter, the Scripture 
says, “Let us go outside the gate 
with him (with Christ), bearing his 
reproach, for here we have no con- 
tinuing city.” The Scripture makes 
clear that a Christian ought to 
seek to suffer. Peter and John, they 
had gone out preaching. They got 
slammed in jail for the kind of 
preaching they did. You don’t ever 
get in jail. You don’t ever make 
anybody mad. Why should the devil 
put you in jail? You are not both- 
ering him any. Ah, but Peter and 
John did. They got in jail. And then 
they got out and preached some 
more. The Lord got them out and 
then He took them down here and 
gave them a good thrashing. Ill 
tell you now, I'll tell you now, that 
would be the making o preachers! 
I say it for myself and my breth- 
ren. I am a poor, sorry preacher, 
but oh, my brethren, if we had the 
marks of manacle and handcuffs 
and chains on our body; and if we 
had the stripes on our body, I think 
we would be better preachers. I 
think people would listen to us 
more. And Peter and John went 
home after they had been beaten, 
and do you know what they said? 
I can imagine Peter saying, “Boy, 
we sure over-stepped then. We’d 
better go a little easy, we’d better 
tone down.” No he didn’t! No, he 
didn’t! No sir! They went back to 
their people rejoicing that they 
were counted worthy to suffer 
shame for His name. I can imagine 
John said, “Well, Peter, maybe now 
the Lord Jesus will be pleased with 
us better. I feel more like I’m fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of Jesus.” 
And Peter, I can imagine, said, 
“Yes, isn’t it blessed? I remember 
how the blood streamed down His 
body when Jesus was beaten with 
the cat-o’-nine-tails and how when 
they stuck the spear in His side’’— 
I can imagine Peter said, 
glad we can shed a little blood for 


Jesus.” They rejoiced about it! And |: 


Paul says on this matter over in 
II Corinthians, the twelfth chapter, 
“Most gladly therefore will I rather 
glory in my infirmities, that the 
power of Christ may rest upon me. 
Therefore I take pleasure in in- 
firmities, in reproaches, in neces- 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses 
for Christ’s sake: for when I am 


weak, then am I strong.” 


Many Should Suffer Physical 
Punishment or Martyrdom 

Oh, if people today would say, 
“T’m going to seek to suffer for 
Jesus.”’ Somebody said, “Well these 
days, you know, you can’t be a 
martyr for the Lord.’ Is that so? 
You could go to Russia, or to Ger- 
many or to Japan or Italy and to 
many parts of the world, and you 
could be a martyr as easily today 
as you ever could. If you preached 
what Stephen preached and 
preached it to’ Stephen’s people in 
certain parts of Chicago and 
preached it with the fire of God on 
you, somebody would pick up a 
half brick and hurl it at you, too. 
They sure would! I sat out here at 
the Moody Bible Institute one day 
at the Faculty table when I was 
speaking out there. And I remem- 
ber Dr. Scott, a Presbyterian mis- 
sionary to China, and the father 
of Betty Scott Stam, a girl who was 
beheaded by the communists in 
China, you remember. And Dr. 
Scott said, 
to show you Betty’s Bible. It was 
sent to me after she died.” And so 
over in the back of the Bible, the 
Bible she had got when she was 
a sophomore in college, she had 
written in the flyleaf of the Bible 


“T amt 


some words like these, which I do 
not recall altogether. But she said 
“Lord, I here and now give myself 
my body, my life, all Iam, to You, 
now and, forever.” And she went on 
to say that she would never love 
anybody except she loved the Lord 
first, she would never go anywhere 
but in His will. And she said 
whether to live or die she would 
yield herself then and there to the 
Lord, and she signed her name to 
it. You think it was an accident 
that Betty Stam died? No, no it 
wasn’t an accident! It was a holy 
covenant! She offered herself, and 
God accepted the offering that she 
gave and used it that way. We need 
these days to come back to say, 
“By God’s grace, I'll be the kind 
of Christian that costs me some- 
thing!” Don’t you know down 
where you work, some of you who 
hear me now, if you really had the 
fire of God on you, if you gave 
your testimony, if you stood up for 
God, if you stood against sin, if 
you talked Jesus Christ, if you 
took your Bible with you—some 
of you would lose your job, and you 
know it! But» you love your job 
better than God. You love your job 
better than God. There are some 
of you who, if in your own home 
you talked about Christ, if you 
urgently and with tears and with 
compassion and with an over- 
whelming zeal that burned in your 
face—if you tried to win your loved 
ones, why some of you would be 
counted a fool and a nut and a 
fanatic and a “Holy roller.’ Yes 
you would. You’d be laughed at. 


| You’d be thought “off the noodle.” 


I'll tell you now, we just need to 
get this thing fixed and settled in 
our minds that it is going to cost 
us something to serve God. It is 
going to cost us something if we 
go out and out to serve God. Oh, 
may God give us a heart to say; 


ee 


‘I'm not going to offer God that 
which costs me nothing.” 

We want to serve God with a 
good salary. We want to serve God 
with a nice home and hardwood 
floors and a tile bath room and 
ride in a 1941 model car. We want 
to serve God and have the plaudits . 
and handclaps of the throng. We 
want to serve God and live on the 
fat of the land. And yet Paul was 
aged and in fastings often, beaten 
five times with stripes and three 
times with the rod, in perils of his 
own countrymen, in perils of the 
city, in perils of the wilderness. 
Oh, may God give us hearts to say, 
“I’m going to start out to let my 
Christianity cost me something.” I 
would! I would! I'd say it about 
my money, I’d say it about giving 
I’d say it about my praying, I’d 
say it about my living, I’d say it 
about my friends, about my job, 
about. my preaching. To ‘some 
preacher it will mean cracking 
down on booze and liquor. To some 
preachers it will mean offending 
your young people, offending your 
deacons, it may mean a loss of sal- 
ary. You may become known as a 
fanatic and a fool. But if men hate 
you, they hated Christ first, and 
those who suffer with Him shall 
reign with Him. 

Every Christian who serves God 
with all his heart will find it must 
cost him something; travail of 
soul, tears, the giving up of cer- 
tain pleasures, the loss of certain 
friends, the slaying and burial of 
self, But if it really costs you to 
serve Christ, you can have the fel- 
lowship of the Holy Spirit and the 
kind of blessed reward that God 
gives to prophets, apostles and 
martyrs. And you can pray and 
God will hear! You can speak to 
sinners and they will listen! That 
kind of Christianity will bring re- 
vival and souls saved.

PLAITED HAIR 
NOT F ORBIDDEN 
WOMEN. 


BY THE EDITOR 

There are two Scriptures that 
diseuss plaiting or braiding of the 
hair for women, 

The first is I Timothy 2:9 which 
says, “In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in mod- 
est apparel, with shamefacedness 
and sobriety; not with broided 
hair, or gold, or pearls, or costly 
array.” 

The second Scripture is I Peter 


action of all kinds, even when used 
in such small amounts as to show 
effects inappreciable subjectively 
by the user. 

“Alcohol decreases expectation 
of life. 

“Alcohol reduces chance and 
survival of offspring. 
“Alcohol deteriorates emotional 
and nervous control, as expressed 
in unreliable judgment and self- 
control, and hence contributes to 
the incident of venereal disease.”’ 


We quote one more outstanding 
medical authority concerning the 


‘use of alcohol for medical purpos- 


es, Dr. Richard C. Cabot, for many 
years chief of staff of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital and Pro- 
fessor of Medicine in Harvard Uni- 
versity. He declared: 


“Forty years ago I was almost 
as ignorant about alcohol as most 
of the wets appear to be today. I 
supposed it would stimulate the 
circulation and the brain, and so 
help the poor man through pneu- 
monia or typhoid. It took years of 
watching its effects in those and 
other germ diseases to teach me as 
experience has taught almost all 
intelligent physicians, that alcohol 


does harm and not good :in infec- 


tious diseases. Forty years ago, al- 
most all physicians at Massachu- 
setts General Hospital believed that 
alcohol stimulated the heart and 
the power of resistance in fever, 
now I don’t know one who believes 
that. The medical use of alcohol as 
a stimulant has been given up .in 
the better hospitals because today 
we know that it is not a stimulant 
but a narcotic.” 

These oustanding medical au- 
thoritative quotations could be 
multiplied by many others, but 
what is the use? It is unnecessary. 
We have quoted both American 
and British Medical Associations 
as well as many individuals lead- 
ers on both sides of the Atlantic. 
Without hesitation I say that no 


‘home ought to keep whiskey in 


the medicine: chest. The sacred 
Scripture tells us that strong 
drink “bites like a serpent.’”’ When 
you keep whiskey in your medi- 
cine chest you are just keeping a 
snake in your medicine chest. 


No doctor ought to be allowed 
to prescribe whiskey for medical 
purposes. Any doctor who does 
prescribe it merely portrays that 
he is either behind the times in his 
studies or he is deliberately ignor- 
ing the findings of medical science. 
In either case he is unworthy to 
be your doctor. Don’t trust the 
health and well-being of your fam- 
ily to such a man. Dismiss him 
and trust the health of your family 
to a man who is both honest and 
informed. 

No drug store ought to be per- 
mitted to fill prescriptions for 
whiskey. Ninety per cent of those 
which do are nothing but “boot- 
leg joints’ operating under the 
guise of drug stores. Whiskey sell- 
ing doctors and drug stores did 
more to break down national pro- 
hibition than did back alley boot- 
leggers.

3:3 which says, “Whose adorning 
let it not be that outward adorn- 
ing of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold, or of putting on 
of apparel.” 

Note very carefully that neither 
of these Scriptures expressly for- 
bids a women to have braided hair, 
or plaited hair. If you carefully 
examine I Peter 3:3, above, you 
will notice that plaiting the hair, 
wearing gold, and putting on ap- 
parel, or clothes, are all in the 
same class. Does God forbid a wo- 
man to put on clothes? Certainly 
not. And so this Scripture does not 
mean that the three things men- 
tioned here are forbidden. A wom- 
an is not forbidden to put on ap- 
parel, but she is forbidden to count 
her clothing her adornment. It is 
a sin for a woman to have her 
heart set on her clothing, to be 
vain, to depend upon her clothes 
to make her attractive and give 
her influence. A woman ought to 
wear clothes; and it is all right, 
generally, for her to wear nice 
clothes when she can afford them, 
just so she is dressed in modest 
apparel and without costly array. 
Wearing clothes is not bad, but to 
have the heart set upon the clothes 
is bad. 

And so it is with wearing of 
gold. I do not know of any rea- 
son why a simple gold wedding 
ring would displease God or do 
any harm. And I think in these 
days when nearly everybody can 
wear a little jewelry even if it is 
inexpensive costume jewelry, that 
there is nothing specially immod- 
est or extravagant in the wearing 
of a gold pin or ring. But certainly 
a woman ought not to have her 
heart set upon jewelry, ought not 
to be vain about it, ought not to 
depend upon that for her beauty, 
and for her influence, and it ought 
not to be costly. 


Such a woman ought to have 
that “meek and quiet spirit, which 
is in the sight of God of great 
price’ (I Peter 3:4): That is the 
kind of adornment that holy wom- 
en in olden times had, even as Sa- 
rah had, we are told in the same 
passage. 

Sarah may have had jewelry; 
there is good evidence that she 


did. Very likely she dressed very | | 


nicely, for when Abraham’s serv- 
ant went to get a br.de for Isaac, 
he took earrings and bracelets and 
“jewels of silver and jewels of 
gold, and raiment” (Gen. 24:47- 
53). It is not likely that Abraham 
would have sent these things for 
his daughter-in-law if his wife 
were not allowed to wear them, 
Yet Sarah’s real ornament was 
the ornament of a meek and qui- 
et spirit, a disposition to be sub- | 
ject to her husband, and take a 
wife’s place. 


And in exactly the same way it 
is all right for a woman to dress 
her hair nicely, whether it be 
plaited or twisted or curled; but 
she ought not to have her heart 
set upon her hair, ought not to be 
vain about it, ought not to count 


‘the dressing of her hair her adorn- 


ing. The plaiting of a woman’s hair 
does not give her Christian influ- 
ence, does not make her beautiful 
in God’s sight. Rather, ‘“‘Whose 
adorning ....let it be the hidden 
man of the heart, in that which 
is not corruptible, even the orna- 
ment of a meek and quiet spirit, 
which is in the sight of God. of 
great price.” (I Peter 3:4).
